by Daly's tug. On tho arrival of the Nor- 
folk, engineer Burke soon had steam up, 
and two branches threw large yolumes of 
water on the burning dock that was fast 
boing eaten away under heaps of live coals

cautions were taken to haye the polla watch- 
ed by thoroughly competent scrutineers. 
Farther warned, likewise, by the violence 
to which somo of the scrutineers from Ren- 
frew Village were aubjected when tho yote 
aboye alluded to was being taken, theso 
acrutineers for the Parliamentary election 
were accompanied by a suflicient number of 
frionds to make it tolerably certain that, in 
tho proscnce of so many witnesses, no at- 
tempt at interforenco by violence would be 
inado to prevent tho discharge the duties of 
tho scrutingors, 


This proceeding proved to be highly un- 
acceptable to some of the friends of Mr. 
O'Reilly in this village, Perhaps it might 
bo sdid it was equally unexpected, Daring 
all day on Monday thoy were ina state of 
feverish excitement about the enormity of 
the outrage perpetuated on them, as vlec- 
tors and law abiding subjects of her Ma.’ 
jesty, by what they termed ‘‘militia” and 


that sixty-five\armed men had been sent 
from Renfrew, with the determination of 
holding the poll's, in the interest of Mr. 
McDougall, and to prevent the residents 
from yoting, the latter had been much ex: 
cited and had gathered together in force, to 
resist this supposed intended aggression on 
their rights. For the purpose of preventing 
bloodshed, Mr. Reynolds therefore met 
Mr. McDougald’s agents, and advised them 
to return quietly home. The agents, how- 
ever, proposed having a conference with tlre 
residents, tv convince them they were mis- 
taken as to the object of their mission, and 
to see ifsome arrangements could not be 
made to continue their journey, Undera 
regnlar safe conduct they advanced to meet 
the “enemy,” who were armed to the teeth 
with old muskets, blunderbusses, shot guns 
and pistols of all sizes, and, with a full sup- 
ply of amunition in their powder horns and 
shot pouches, paraded up and down, carry 
ingarmsin military style. After several 
propositions, made by the representatives, 
of the residents, had been accepted by the 
agents, and then refused by the crowd it- 
self,—Messrs. Pinhey and Lapierre, finding 
themselves fairly outnumbered, concluded 
toreturn, Mr. Gemmel remaining at Brude- 
nell. While on the return from the confer- 
ence to the place where they had left their 
waggons, several ehots were fired from the 
woods in their direction, and the teamsters 
accordingly moved off some distance in the 
homeward direction. Mr. T. P. French 
was present, taking an active part on behalf 
of the residents in the unsuccessful negotiay 
tious.

A Dastardly Act. 

One of the meanest election tricks we 
ever heard of was perpetrated by a man 
named Jacob Hyndman during the late 
contest in the County of Dandas, Mr. Gib- 
son, Reform candidate, being the victim, 
The facts as we have heard tliem are as fol- 
lows :—- \ 

Hyoduian and Gibson encounttred each 
other on the road to Iroquois. Tho former 
noticed that Mr. Gibson had a sinall satchel 
in his possession aud bintieg that it very 
likely contained money to purchase votes 
with, he asked the owner what he would 

take for it. Mr, Gibson jocularly replied 
that he woold take $25 for it. Hyndman 
said he would take it at that price, and 


- Gibson langhivgly handed the satchel over 


tohim. On reaching Iroquois, Mr. Gibson 
reqniring somearyicle ont of his satchel, 
and still regardiog the sale of it to Hyndi 
‘man as a joke, and supposing thut the lat- 
ter also looked on it in the same light, 
‘took the satchel from Hyndman’s bugzy, 
When 
‘Hyndman discovered that Gibson had tak- 
en the satchel he at once resolyed in what 
must be regarded by every right thinking 
person as a fit of diabolical spite, to have 
Gibson arrested on a charge ot theft. witha 
view, no doubt, to injure his prospects 
aud embarass his operations during the 


“election contest, for Hyndman is a very 


pronounced Tory and a strong supporter 
of Gibson's wpponent: In pursuance of 
his base and attrocious design, Hyndman 
actually did lay information against Gib- 
son for stealing the’satchel and had him 
arrested and brought before a local magis: 
trate to answer the frivolous and trumpery 
charge. Instead of the case being dismiss: 
ed and Hyndman being reprimanded 
for his outrageous conduct in thus trying 
to brand an innocent man with a criminal 
offence, it was adjourned, Mr. Gipson being 
liberated on bail. As soon as the facts and 
circumstances becanre known in the Connty, 
public indignation against Hyndman rose to 
a high pitch, as Mr. Gibson is respected as 
an upright and honorable man whereyer he 
is known. As an election trick designed 
to injure Mr. Gibson's chances of being re- 
turned, it was a wretched failure. It was, 
in fact, the means of ga‘ning him many votes 
which otherwise would have been cast for 
Mr. Ross, whom Hyndman supported. In 
deed-it is admitted by Mr. Itoss’s friends 
that Hyndman’s rascally conduct injured 
their cause. Nor could it be otherwise unt 
teas all sense of honor, fair play, and justice 
had fled from the community. When the 
contest was over Hyndman was burned’ in 
effigy at Morrisburgh by Mr. Gibson's 
friends, to mark their dotestation of his 
infamous conduct. 

The case was disposed of at Lnkerman on 
the 17th inst. by Mr. Gibson signing a 


document in which he acknowledged taking } 


the satchel, though without felonious int 


tent, and exhonerating Hyndoan from 


blame. ; 
We cannot understand how Mr. Gibson 


ever consented to sign such a document.—

A scheme for the purpose of building a 
street railway from tho G, T. Station to 
the dock of the steamer Prince Ndward has 
been broached, and net the approbation of 
several of the leading capitalists and busi- 
ness men here, The desirability of this 
undertaking must be admitted by every 
one, ‘The many advantages and conyeni- 
ences resulting from the extreme ends of the 
town being united by a rapid, easy and 
cheap cummunication, securing a constant 
and definite connection with the two in 
portant links to onr commercial prosperity.

The cone 
nection with Picton by two boats daily add 
inapy more, and the present facilitics are 
entirely inadequate to ect the wants of 
this trade, 

Pie arrivals and doparturca , by daily 
trains on the Grand Trunk require more 
extended facilities, that can only be secur. 
ed by a constant, regular and systematical 
arrangement that can be furnjshed in no 
other way as well as by street cars. 

That they would be extensively used for 
local traffic between the two ends of the 
townis evident from the experience of other 
pluces where they have been introduced, 
as they jhave inyariubly created a local de- 
mand equal to the running expenses and 
interest on capital. ‘The spirit of enter- 
prise that will successfully carry out this 
scheme, demands and will receiye,the high- 
ast recognition, the generous support and 
patronage of all the citizens, As an evi- 
dence of our prosperity and public spirit 
the enterprise is one which commends itself 
to all. ; 

It is to be hoped that the Council will 
thoroughly appreciate its importance and 
pass a byslaw granting them the ure 
of such streets as may be required to meet 
the public convenience, and such other pri- 
vileyes as a liberal and w ist policy should 
dictate.

Me then gave the various 
elementary substances, and the different 
methods he had employed to form Oxygen, 
Hydrogen, Nitrogen, Chlorine, Common 
Salt, Epsom Salts, Glauber Salts, Carbonic 
Acid Gas, Nitrate of Ammonia, and Nitrous 
Oxide, or Langhing Gas, each of which he 
said he had produced in presence of his 
pupils.

“© Tho Union Pacilio Railroad Company,” 
chartered by Congress,constructod and own 
tho eastern division of the line of railway 
reaching from Omaha to San Francisco, 
The “Union Pacific” is the larger, reaching 
from Omaha to Ogden, near Salt Lake City. 
The other end belongs to the Central Paci- 
i any. , 
ee These corporations were liberally 
subsidized by Congress. It was first grant- 
ed the right of way through the public lands 
with authority to take timber, stone, and 
Other materials from any portion of these 
lands freo of charge. It was next loaned 
the bonds of the United States at the rate 
of $16,000, $32,000, and $48,000 per mile, 
according as the work was presumed to be 
more or less difficult; and it was further 
subsidized bya liberal prant of Public 
Lands, 

The payment of the bonds advanced or 
loaned to each company by the United 
States was originally sccured by a first 
mortgage on the respective roads and apure 
tenances ; but Congress was nt length ine 
duced to allow the Qoaupquins to issue 
bonds of their own of eqne amount with 
those loaned by thp Wuited States ; an 
these Company bonda were allowed to con- 
stitute a first mortgage, taking precedence 
‘of those loaned by the United States, Since 
then, the Qompanica pay promptly the in- 
terest on their own bonds, but refuse or ne- 
glect to pay that interest falling due on the 
ponds of the United States, which has in 
jconsequence to be paid out of the U. S, 
‘Treasury. ‘The Companies do not pay even 
‘so much of that interest as they earn by 
conveying mails, army supplies, &e., for 
the Government, They allow half of that 
tu apply on the interest, the other half the 
Government has to pay them regularly. Mr, 
Boutwell demurred to this, but Congress 
sustained the Compéatfies, and he pays ac- 
cordingly. 

The Construction of the Union (not the 
Central) Pacific Railroad was mainly, if not 
wholly, effected through contracts with an 
inside “ Ring” or corporation known as 
“The Credit Mobilier of America.” No 
list of the stockholders, no account of the 
operations or profits, of this company was 
ever yet published ; but that its dividends 
have been enormous is generally und rstood.

Its long, deadly growl wes very 
depressing tu an enemy, and its powers of mis- 
chief, properly applied, are and must be con- 
siderablo, As a substitute for field guns it 
may be pronounced a failure ; but possibly the 
question of-improving it and keeping a proper 
supply in Land ought not to bo slighted.

Protection from Lightning. 


In almost every exainple where buildings 
having rods upon them are damaged, it will 
de found that the connections or terminals 
of the rods are defective, One of tho chief 
defects of lightning rods, as they are ordiy 
narily put up, is in the ground terminals. 
The lightning rod man covers the house 
with neat looking rods and points, sticks 
the lower end four or five feet into the 
ground, pronounces the jobva good one, ret 
ceives his money and departs. Bat a rod 
thus left is almost unsafe as if its lower end 
were euclosed in a glass bottle aud rested 
on the ground, 

Ordinary earth is an exceedingly poor 
conductor of electricity, as compared with 
iron ; hence, in order to effect the safe dist 
charye of electricity from an iron rod into 
the earth, the bottom of the rod should be 
provided with a large conducting surface, so 
that the clectricity may be diffused and 
pass into the earth at many points simul- 
taneously, 

The necessary area of underground con- 
ducting surface for a lightning rod may be 
obtained in a variety of ways:—]. Extend 
the rod itself for a considerable distance 
underground, away from the building. 2. 
Connect the lewer end of the rod with an 
iron pipe which extesds iu like manfier un- 
derground. 3. Provide a trench and sup- 
ply it with good charcoal well packed, and 
imbed the rod, for some distance from the 
building in the charcoal, 

As an electrical conductor, well burned 
charcoal ranks next to the netals. Metal- 
lic ores come next to charcoal, Water and 
moist earth, which ave so frequently recom’ 
mended as terminals for lightning rods, are 
among the poorest of conductors. 

One of the best protected dwellings that 
we have ever heard of is that of Mr. John 
Knox Smith, an intelligent: English mer- 
chant residing at Singapore. His country 
house is built on a prominence, upon a bed 
of iron ore, with which the house lightning 
rods are made to communicate, The lower 
ends of the rods thus have # very extensive 
conducting surfuce, and the protection af, 
forded is considered perfect. Thunder 
storms and lightning strokes are very fre- 
quent, but the house has never been in 
jured. —Scientific American.

A wool manu- 
facturer gives an account of a fleece which 
waa raised on a farm near Skaneateless and 
sold as weighing 19 pounds and 7 ounces, 
which was correct so far as the weight was 
concerned in the condition in which it was 
sold, But this flecce when properly wash- 
ed produced only 3 pounds 8} ounces of 
clean woul. The St. Louis Democrat tells 
of an experiment made by a dealer who 
tuok a merino fleece weighing 27 pounds, 
unrolled it and oxposed it to the action of 
the.sun for three days, ut the end of which 
time it weighed but 19 pounds. He thon 
washed it, without soap, just as sheep are 
washed, and it weighed but 12 pounds, 
Findlly the fleece was picked apart and 
scoured with soup and soft water, and when 
dry the weight of the fleece was reduced to 
9 pounds. At the present St. Louis prices 
for washed und unwashed wool the buyer 
would have lost $6.84 on his purchase.

Loss of the Steamer “Hxcalibar.” 


The Eastern Advocate ef Georgetown, P. 
E.L., gives the following accountrof the loss 
of the Hxcalibar :—On Saturday morning 
last, the 3lult., at half past 2 o'clock, the 
above steamer struck a ledgeof rocks on the 
east side of Boughton Island. The night 
was very dark with the wind blowing fresh 
accompanied with rain. Soon after she 
struck the wind increased to a perfect gale. 
Which drove her upon the rocks with great: 
er violence and pierced several holes through 
her bottom. At five o'clock, a. m., a boat 
put off with five men on board, with the 
intention of making the land to obtain as: 
sistance, but a few minutes after leaving 
the ship the boat upset with the violence of 
the wind and they were all precipitated into 
the water. The !ife-boat was immodiately 
launched and four of the men were picked 
up, but the fifth could not be reached as the 
sea was ruaning so very high that the life- 
boat having passed him was unable to return 
After being in the wateran hour he was 
washed on shore very much exhausted, 
whon he was carried by the residents to 
nearest house and kindly cared for, and is 
now doing well. Those on board wero fear- 
ful for his safety and could render no mat 
erial aid, but as the crew were provided 
with lifo-belts, it was hoped that he would 
be bouyed up until help would reach him 
from the shore. There is no doubt that 
the whole boat’s crew would have perished 
were it not for the life-belts they had on. 
In the afternoon the storm moderated 
and assistance was rendered by the people 
on shore when the remainder of the crew 
were rescued from their porilous situation. 

We learn that from midnight the steamer 
ran down the gulf having the Hast Point 
light open on one side and West light on the 
Cape Breton coast open on the other, It 
appears that on examing the position of 
the vessel after she struck it was found that 
there was a deviation of the compass which 
led the officers to suspect that there must 
be an attractive power of some nature on 
our cost.

All was a vast wilt 
derness for miles around ; so the men went 
in different directions. 

Fears were entertained that the children 
might be attacked by wild beasts, as O. 
Jones, while hunting on this mountain, had 
discovered three wild cats, which escaped 
before he could get near enough to shoot 
them. The mother stood in the door, 
wringing and twisting her hands, encourag: 
ing the hunters to be vigilant, for she said 
they were barefooted and bareheaded, and 
would soon starve ; and were never away 
from home before, and the nearest house 
was 3 or 4 miles distant, and even to th's 
they had never been. . 

About 3 o'clock a little son of Mr, Inger- 
soll, while hunting in the woods for lost 
cattle, discovered the threo little creatures, 
huddled together under a-tree aud coyered 
with leaves. They put up their heads and 
began to cry when they discovered the boy 
Ingersoll.

The Geneva Award. 


the August Tribunal constituted by 
the Washington Treaty, the proceedings 
of which during its protracted sittings 
have been the theme of much curious 
speculation, has at last made and publish- 
ed an award of and concerning the mat- 
ters referred to its adjudication. 
The tangible result is, that the British 
Government are to ,pay to the United 
States $15,500,000 in full satisfaction of 
the Uunages caused by the Confederate 
Privateers, Alabama and others, usually 
grouped together under the tille of the 
Alabama Claims. Viewed from almost 
any stand point the hisvory of this Tri- 
Lunal and the Treaty to which it owes 
ils origin, is interesting and instructive 
iis well for its immediate effects upon the 
nations concerned in it, as for the effects 
ir may ultimately have upon international 
questions in the world at*arge. Origin- 
ally, the appointment of the Joint High 
Commissioners, and the fact of their hay- 
ivg framed the Treaty of Washington, 
gave birth to high hopes that’a new eva 
Yad dawned upon our civilization, 
The friends of humanity were radiant 
under the anticipation that besides having 
provided a pacitic solution of the existing 
difficulties between the two Anglo Saxon 
nations, and an amicable restoration of 
friendly relations, the preduct of the 
Jabors of the Commission would, in fuct 
supersede the sword as arbiter in all sub- 
sequent iote-national disputes in the 
civilized world. 

Tt was then, and not without reason, 
nesvmed thatthe basison which the Treaty 
was formed, was, that nations should 
mutually observe and keep the rules of 
international law and be answerable for 
breaches of the same before a competent 
and important Tribunal.

of the Treaty, however, 
and the Protocols that were submitted, 
accepted and rejected revealed the dis. 
heartening facts that the United States 
Government had ssserted throughout, the 
Treaty maintamned, anid by it secured im- 
munity for the violations of iaternational 
ovligations, As m means of enforcing 
mutuul perforinance of these obligations

‘Phen the 
so-culied Alabama Claims ure finally set- 
tled—a matter not ju.considerable in it- 
self—and at least one example is given 
to the world of a settlement of an inter- 
nationul dispute by arbitration, Of the 
awareit nay be said that hike most 
awards it probaly surprises both par- 
ties. 

Jo bose who have read the American 
case vyen ater siriking out the ‘Gndirect’ 
or “ consequential” claims iv svems only 
a drop in he bucket in compatison with 
their claim. 

On the other hand to those who have 
vend Bul Russell’s despatches at the 
time, and the uble J etters uf Historicus 
argtung ia clear aud forcible styie the en- 
tire exoneration of the British Govern- 
ment from liubility for even a single one 
ot the dwect claims, the award will seem 
a lurge sum to pay for a -mere compre 
mise. A careful reading of the award 
leads to the conclusion that the Tiibunal 
fixed the liability ct the Biuiush Govern- 
ment cniively under, and ty virtue of 
the new Kules agreed upon by the Com- 
missicners, und it therefore follows that 
as the manicipal Laws of the two Goy- 
eraments, and liternutional Law stood 
ut uke time of the American Civil War, 
England iultiled her eveey duty and the 
contention of Kur) Mussell and Histori- 
cus is snd was substantially correct. 
The British Goyernment are held liable 
by tue Tribunal simply, because the: Com- 
missioners ogreed that the conduct of 
that Government should be tried and 
jadged according toa Rule uot in force 
ay whe time of the acts complained of, and 
enacted eapost facto. Critically speaking 
the award is a legal victoxy fer England.

Any one would suppose, after vi iting 
almost auy lumber mili in the country, that 
the supply of timber was practically unlimit. 
edin amoua. In seme concerns, the ld 
fashioned ones iy particular, the quantity 
wasted is about to that saved tor coms 
mercial purposes. ‘The slabs, edging, etc., 
boih of soft and hard weod, are ayuilable 
for use in many branches of manufacture. 
lo most of our mills a porton of these as 
untihzed by being converted mito laths, but 
there isstill a great waste, ‘These who 
imagine that there is no danger of a failure 
ia the supply of timber may be bencticed 
by the following extract froim the Lockport, 
N. Y., Jownal: 

Some of the manufacturers uf furniure 
in Lbe West have felt themselves compelled 
to form an association to meet the diticuliies 
ovcasioned by the scaicity and high price of 
lumber used iu heir trade, Others nearer 
home have felt the seme embarrassmenie, 
both in furmiture and building tradcs, 
These ave the first feuits of the prodigal 
wasie of lumber aud destruction of forests 
ia shis country, where nature has been so 
bountiful vo man, The available lumber 
regions are receding further and further to 
the west and to the north, until the owners 
of the limber lands or the far off shoves of 
the Pacific are beginning to look forward to 
the time when they can send their lumber 
by the costly transportation of ‘Pacific rail- 
ways” to the Atlanticmarkets, Yet still 
the wanton destruction goes on in the States 
two thousand miles nearer the Atlantic 
cities, Timber trees are felled and half 
their timber left to rot, as if there were no 
end to the supply, or as if the growth of 
timber trees wele a3 easy and as quick as 
garden vegetables, 

The, most economical method of using 
timber is to manufacture as much of it as 
possible into articles of use on the spot 
where it was sawed, and we shall rejoice 
when most of our wood exports shall cons 
sist of manufactured articles.

Ti has been calculated that our language, 
including the nomenclature of the avts and 
sciences, contains 100,000 words ; yet of 
this immense number it is surprising how 
few are in common use. ‘Lo the great ma- 
jority, oven of educated men, three fonriha 
of the words are almost as unfamiliar as 
Greek or Choctaw, Strike from the lexe Qn 
ali the words nearly obsolete~all the words 
of special arts and professions—all ihe 
words confined in their usage to particular 
localities—all the words which even thé ed 
ucated use only in homa@opathic doses—and 
it is astonishing to what a Lilliputian vol- 
ume your Brobdignagian Webster or Wor 
cester has shrunk, It is calculated that a 
child usvs only about one hundred words ; 
and unless he belongs to the educsied classes 
he will never employ more than threo or 
four hundred. A distinguished American 
scholar estimates that few speakers ov 
writers use as many as ten thousand words ; 
ordinary -persons, of fair intelligence, not 
over three or or four thousand. Even the 
great orator who is able to bring into the 
field, in the vast array of light and hoary 
troops which the vocabulary affor 8, yet 
contents himself with a far less imposing 
display of verbal force. Eyen the alle 
knowing Milton, whose weulth of words 
seems amazing, and whom Dr, Johnson 
charges with vsing a‘ Babylonian diafect,” 
tises only eight thousand ; and Shakespeare 
himself, “the myriad minded,” only fifteen 
thousand, These facts show that the dilli« 
culty of mastering the vocabulary of a new 
tongue is greatly overrated ; and thoy show,

Each and every 
one was then full of life and hope, and the 
future prospects of each were the subject 
of an animated conversation during the 
early progress of the meal. Speeches were 
made, songs sung, and toasts drank, and it 
was not until two in the morning that the 
party abandoned the festiye board and 
sought their rooms. 

Before their departure, however, each 
rose in his place and made a solemn vow 
that if he was living ten years hence he 
would meet ithe rest of his) companions (at 
eight o'clock in the same place and dine 
with thet, us they had dined that night. 
Each one was to occupy the same seat, and 
as nearly as possible they were to have the 
same kind of a dinner. Since then the 
houge has become the Maltby House, under 
the ‘proprietorship of Mr. J, B. Sinith. 
Some days ago Mr, Sumth was requested by 
Mr..E, GC, Winship, broker, of 24 Broad 
street, to prepare a dinner for ten gentle- 
men on the evening of Sept. 10, 1872. Mr. 
Winship briefly related the circumstances 
of the compact, and that being the eldest 
of the ten, he had been appointed on the 
evening of their dinner in 1862 as their 
chairmap. Precisely ut 8 o’cluck last Tues- 
day evening Mr, Winship, the sole survivor 
of the party entered the dining room of the 
Maltby House, and the doors quickly closed 
behind him. No one was there save 
George Beuley, head waiter, and one or 
two colored waiters. The rooms and tables 
were arranged precisely as they wero ten 
years ago, All around were empty chairs 
and empty plates and unfilled glasses, 

The meal was begun and the solitary ban- 
queter was served with the prescribed court 
ses, Mr. Winship occasionally passing @ 
word with the head waiter, ‘*Poor boys, 


they're ull gone,” said he. “One went 
down in the Monitor in Mobile Bay, anoth: 
er was drowned in the same waters. Two 
were shot in Mobile. , One lost both legs 
by a ball, and the other was pierced through 
the heart, Another died in Philadelphia, 
and a sixth died in New York” He said 
that ion passing up Broadway one evening, 
February lust, he felt a tap on the shoul- 
der, and a voice asked him if he knew Mr. 
“I do,” replied Mr, Winship. “‘He 
died at four o’clock to day,” replied the 
voice. Though Mr. Winship turned quick- 
ly upon feeling the tap and hearing the 
voice, he was unable to uscertain who it 
was that addressed him. Ho afterwards 
learned that one of the party of ten had 
died that day and at the hour indicated.

The Juries then decided in favor of the 
Episcopals, Lhe Jydges, on the first appeal, 
confirmed their verdicts in the distinct and 
emphatic language above given. On the 
second appeal the case was hoisted into the 
Chancery Court of England, and there it 
lies. Mr, Reynolds paid the costs, and the 
Wesleyans sat right down in other people's 
churches, wrongfully gotten, and praised 
the Lord for their own vine and fig tree, and 
in these matters they have been sewing fig 
leaves together ever since. Where was 
Methodist Union in those serene and bliss- 
ful days? 1c was Methodist sqnelching, 
Episcopal crushing. Even the artful and 
moderate policy of absorption had not been 
thought of, Is it not astonishing that in 
these later days, with all these facts and 
documents accessible and demonstrable, Mr, 
Flint is so stupid or su malicious as to vent 
and fan up the old tires, to renew and ems 
bitter the old strifes. Whatever of wealth 
or power, or glory or excellency our Wes- 
leyan brethren may have, and in several 
respects they surpass our humble selves, 
they are certainly neither logically, nor 
legally, nor lineally, nor constitutionally, 
fhe M. E. Church of 1828 in Canada, If 
we are not that cliurch of 1828, then ‘it has 
no succession or perpetuity, and what was 
called Union was utter destruction, But 
the rent of 35 was not annihilation, By 
fair arguinent we have made our position 
good and firm, both as to organic unity and 
vital continuity. When our Wesleyan 
brethren go to the United States, they say, 
‘Wo are the same as you; we are the'old 
Episcopals” ; and when they go to England, 
they say, ‘‘ We are the same as you ; weare 
British Wesleyans in polity and practice.” 
And yet the British Wesleyans and United 
States Episcopals never dream for a mo 
ment that they themselves are the same in 
polity and discipline, Neither would they 
think fora minute that either Conference 
by its own mere motions could whirl itself 
and half the members over to the other 
body without both a change of polity and 
loss gf property. Still the British Wesley- 
ans and U. 8. Episcopals interchange frater- 
nal delegations, likely the Union moyement 
with us was premature, We did not love 
and respect up to the point ‘of fraternal 
delegation, and we rushed at consolidation, 
The brittle corners broke off. Perhaps be- 
fore another attempt of the kind, we better 
try one another's temper with some friendiy 
greetings, mutual love und respect are the 
only solid foundation and firm cement of 
union. Said an intelligent Catholic the 
other day, ‘Do you think the Catholics 
would do half so much to put you down as 
your Wesleyan friends ?” 

There was unother law case, forgotten by 
My. Flint, making with those above cited 
about the only instances in which we have 
met in the courts. In 1850 a woman that 
had years before been married by an Epis. 
copal Minister in the neighborhood of 
Brighton Jeft her husband and met her 
paramour back of ‘Toronto. There a Wes- 
leyan Minister, though warned, held that 
the Episcopal was no marriage, and mar- 
ried the guilty pair. With this plea they 
went to court at Queens Bench in Toronto. 
The Episcopal Minister—one of these or- 
dained Local Preachers—was called to 
prove the first marriage. The presiding 
Judge without going to the jury said ‘‘ the 
law was made for all Mevhodists; the mar: 
riages of all were legal ; but if he were to 
give preference to any it would be to those 
retaining the original name and _ polity,” 
This and the rest Mr, Flint may find in the 
records in ‘Tvronto.

A correspondent writing to the Almonte 


- Gazette, gives the following very interesting 


details of ‘‘the way the thing was done” by 
Mr. O'Reilly and his unprincipled support- 
ers, when the voters of South Renfrew 
were virtually disfranchised by the outrage- 
ous frauds perpetrated at the polls in the 
South Riding, during the recent election.

J. H—— was offered $5 to vote, 
Fabulous sums were given to parties who 
were supposed to exercise some influence.

A lady canvasser, at the New Glasgow poll 
in McNab, was endeavouring to purchase 
yotos by offering a barrelof shanty grease 
for esc h vote, in addition to sums tendered 
by O'Reilly's male agonts ; and she wrung 
her hands and shed bitter toara when her
